Bend Dam Should Com e From Army Engineers 


The assurance that 
Francis A. 
Pitkin, 
chairman of tilt* Interstate ( omniission on 
the Delaware River Basin, will file a state­ 
ment at today’s public hearings set up by the 
Arm y Engineers to take a "fresh look 
at 
flood control and water utilization of the Del­ 
aware River Basin, means that the Wallpack 
Bend Dam will lie brought into consideration. 
Not the least of tile hard-hit flood areas 
was the Bushkill section and all along the 
Delaware River south of the proposed site of 
the Wallpack Bend Dam at Bushkill. 
In their overall study of the Hood contin 
facets and water utilisation highlighted by 
the Aug 18 19 floods, the Army Engineers 
should 
incorporate some decision 
on 
ti e 
Wallpack Bend Dam which has, as one of it' 
principle features, control of stream level 
through impounding and release of water in 


the promised dam. 
This control of stream flow would accom­ 
plish two purposes: It would act as a flood 
deterrent during period* of high water by 
catching 
and 
holding 
run-offs or 
heavy 
storm precipitation, and it would go a long 
wav toward solving tile encroachments of 


salt water which is costly and vei> damaging 
to industrial developments in tile lower Dela­ 


ware.
